The allegations made by the 
former employee, while patently flawed on their fiace (c.g., the record includes two directly 
opposite declarations under 37 C.F.R. §1.68 by the named inventor Paul Lincoln, who is also 
a former Xerox employee) are under investigation. Meanwhile, however, the Patent Office is 
not permitted or authorized to revoke any powers of attorney granted by other inveniors to 
Xerox Corporation in this application, nor is it authorized to change the correspondence 
address of the plication.
